May sue, for hearing 
Wysocki 
still wants 
to play

Pr: Wysocki, the Andover High School 


basketball standout who apologized in 

Lawrence District Court on Monday for 
burning a swastika into the grass of a school 
athletic field, wants to wear the school’s uni- 
form again, says his lawyer. 

But Rabbi Robert Goldstein, the Temple 
Emanuel rabbi who’s preached forgiveness 
for those involved in the burning, says asking 
for Wysocki to play ball again this year is ask- 
ing for too much. 

“I have so much regard for those young 
people who stand out — as athletes, in music 
or drama — but they carry responsibility,” 
says Goldstein. “There has to be some recrim- 
ination, some punishment.” 

Wysocki was banned from participating in 
Andover High sports by AHS Principal Bruce 
MacDonald after Wysocki and four other 
young males were charged with the swastika- 
burning incident (see related story, below). 

But Wysocki, who by “admitting to suffi- 
cient facts” in court avoided a guilty finding, 
was also never given “even a sham hearing” 
before he was denied the right to play sports, 
says his attorney, Salim Tabit.

if they keep out of trouble for up to three years 
Because of his lawyer's schedule, the fifth 
male allegedly involved in the swastika-burning 
incident had his case postponed until March 28

The region’s two congressmen came to 
Andover Monday morning bearing somewhat 
mixed messages about the role of govern- 
ment. 

At a breakfast meeting hosted by the Mer- 
rimack Valley Chamber of Commerce, Fifth 
District U.S. Rep. Marty Meehan and Sixth 
District U.S. Rep. John Tierney, both Democ- 
rats, joined in praising the role of their party 
and their president in what has been the 
longest economic expansion in history. 

However, Meehan took a somewhat more 
fiscally conservative tone while speaking 
about the federal budget surplus, noting that 
Congress “squandered” it over the past few 
years. He urged that it be used to pay down 
the deficit, rather than for “huge tax cuts” or 
more government spending. 

Tierney’s message was that government 
needs to keep “investing” more into pro- 
grams that support business, education,

health care and other societal needs. 

In fact, he suggested that without contin- 
ued and increased government spending, the 
economy might not be so healthy. “We 
shouldn’t take the oxygen away from this 
economy,” he said. 

Meehan added that in spite of a robust 
economy, he is concerned about the widening 
gap between the rich and poor, and also the 
gap between those who are connected to the 
Internet economy and those who are not. 

Tierney also said one of his major con- 
cerns is the reform of health care. The finan- 
cial troubles of Harvard-Pilgrim are not an 
isolated case, he said. “There is a systemic 
problem with it.” 

He said he would be filing a bill in the next 
several weeks to allow states to launch pilot 
programs to provide universal coverage. 

In response to a question from the audi- 
ence about why the Congress doesn’t make 
paying off the deficit a top priority, Meehan 
said the members of both parties find it irre- 
sistible to spend money in their own districts. 

But he said if members of Congress are 
either elected or thrown out of office based on 
their stand on paying off the deficit, “then 
you'll see things start to happen.” 

Perhaps an example of such spending 
came in response to the next question, from 
Andover Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski, 
who asked if either congressman could do 
anything about the recent increases in the 
price of heating oil. 

Tierney said the feds had already set aside 
money to help subsidize the higher cost of oil. 
But he noted that every state had received a 
portion of that money. “And some of them are 
pretty warm,” he noted.

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How best to heal health care? Experts can’t say

When the Andover League of 
Women Voters asked area experts 
‘Where is health care headed?’ none 
of them could really tell. 

“There are no rules created for 


this situation. (Massachusetts Attor- grim Health Care. 
ney General Tom) Reilly and (state 
Insurance Commissioner Linda) 
Ruthardt have total latitude,” said 
Joseph McManus, CEO of Lawrence 
General Hospital, speaking of the 
financial meltdown of Harvard Pil- 


Such latitude for the health care industry in 
Massachusetts is particularly unusual, McManus 
said, “in the state where regulation was born and 
thrives.” 

As state officials ponder the fate of Harvard 


saving this HMO or dealing with 
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Pilgrim, McManus said health care could be 
headed right back where it came from. 

“I predict we'll pay a lot more in individual 
cases, and less in broad-based health care, except 
in catastrophic situations,” he said. 

McManus appeared Wednesday at the Ramada 
Rolling Green on a panel formed by the 
Andover/North Andover League of Women Vot- 
ers to discuss the problem with managed care. 
Panelists included state Sen. Bruce Tarr, R- 
Gloucester, renowned liver surgeon Dr. Roger 
Jenkins, of Andover, and Neil Hawkins of SHINE, 
an organization that advocates for health care for 
the elderly. 

Most panelists agreed that managed care sys- 
tems will have to be closely examined, if not 
changed. 

Tarr, a member of the Senate Insurance and 
Banking Committee, said the best course of 
action for the Legislature to take now would be to 
create tailored solutions for specific problems 
rather than overturn the whole system. 
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In an interview Tuesday, state Rep. Barry 
Finegold, D-Andover, a member of the Insurance 
Committee, said a state bailout of the HMO is the 
last resort. 

“If it's a question of them (Harvard Pilgrim) 
going out of business and people being unin- 
sured, then we’ll have to help them out. And the 
question is: At what price tag?” Finegold said. 

Meanwhile, Finegold said he awaits a decision 
from Ruthardt and Reilly. 

According to the Statehouse News Service, 
their impending recommendations are likely to 
spark debate regardless of their content, and leg- 
islators could be discussing broader issues such 
as the economics of health care, and practical 
matters such as how to bail out an HMO when 
the Big Dig just added $1.4 billion to state expens- 
es. 
Tarr said Harvard Pilgrim failed partly 
because it enrolled too many people. 

“But in the insurance business, the more you 
spread out the risk, the better off you are. We 
don’t have the answer,” Tarr said. 

McManus said the cost of health care for a 
family of four is about $10,000 for two years. 

“Are we consuming at a level society is not 
willing to support?” he asked. 

Other factors in the cost of health care in 
‘ Massachusetts include 
the high concentration 
of teaching hospitals in 
the state, and the Bal- 
anced Budget Act, forc- 
ing community hospi- 
tals to write off debts. 

Jenkins said the 
BBA “caused havoc in 
all the hospitals, espe- 
cially academics, and 
the worst is yet to come 
in the next three 
years.” 

Tarr said the act was 
passed federally to con- 
trol fraudulent billing 
that occurred in other 
states. 

“It was a one-size- 
fits-all solution to prob- 
lem we didn’t have,” he 
said. 

Harkins offered few 
solutions but encour- 
aged the rescue of Har- 
vard Pilgrim. 

He reminded the 
audience that managed 
care today requires 
patients to be as educat- 
ed as they can about the 


system.

Michael Frishman said 
the amount of educa- 
tion one needs to be a 
health care consumer is 
unreasonable, and that 
he would rather be edu- 
cated about music or 


literature when he 
retires. 
“My 7-year-old- 


mother spends 40 hours 
a week dealing with 
health insurance for 
her mother, who is 102, 
and her 81-year-old hus- 
band,” Frishman said. 
“I don’t want to be 
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educated about health 
care. | just want to vote 
on it,” he told the panel. 


Unity on youth center 


It appears that those who feared a clash of 
groups competing to build a youth center in 
Andover can relax a bit. 

A proposed center on town property 
behind the West Andover fire station now 
appears to have growing community sup- 
port, including that of those who had suggest- 
ed another site and plan for a youth center. 

The West Andover site, proposed by the 
Andover Youth Foundation, a group led by 
outgoing Selectman Larry Larsen (“Youth 
center proposed at West Andover <site,” 
Townsman, Feb. 3), now appears to have the 
visible support of Town Manager Buzz 
Stapcezynski, Selectman Brian Major and Jim 
Arnold, president of Sport Court. 

Those three had previously suggested a 
youth center on land owned by Merrimack 
College, as part of an athletic complex there. 

But all three are now listed as members of 
the newly formed foundation. And Arnold 
said that, “after talking with Brian Major 
and Larry Larsen at some length, I think 
they (the foundation) have done a dynamite 
job. They’ve crystallized the plan, and I’m in 
support of it.” 

Arnold added that he thought it would be 


better for the community and better for fund- 
raising efforts if there were just one propos- 
al. 

Larsen, who said this week he is gratified 
at the support of all three, provided a list of 
those involved in the effort. 

The chairs of the various subcommittees 
are: former selectman Jerry Silverman, pub- 
lic relations; former public works director 
Bob McQuade, building; Police Chief Brian 
Pattullo, transportation and safety; and Tom 
Jones and Art Williams, fundraising. Larsen 
is chairman of the new corporation, Bill 
Maren is treasurer and Susan Clark is clerk.

It takes 
your time 


There weren’t any brand-new, shocking 
revelations at a forum Tuesday night on 
teens, parents, drugs and alcohol. There was 
no magical prescription offered to solve the 
potential heartache and danger of that 
volatile mix of substances and relationships. 

There didn’t need to be. Because, appar- 
ently, each new generation of kids and par- 
ents needs to hear the same old messages. 
They are important enough to bear repeat- 
ing here: 

- “Zero tolerance” doesn’t get at the root 
of what makes a teen want to abuse alcohol 
or drugs. 

* Alcohol and drug use among teens is 
increasing, again. A newer drug — Ecstasy 
— is cheaper, harder to spot and, no sur- 
prise, more popular. 

- Teens who want to get alcohol or drugs 
in town have no trouble doing it. Yes, that’s 
our local teens, right here in Andover. 

- Teens who commit serious crimes, 
whether alcohol and drugs are involved or 
not, almost universally have problems with 
their parents. That statement came from 
one who knows — a local attorney who rep- 
resents juveniles. 

- Two-thirds of students in a survey said 
they had never discussed drug or alcohol 
use with their parents. 

The encouraging signs, amid this some- 
what depressing litany, include the fact that 
a couple of Andover High seniors, Max 
Trombly and Peter Edgerly, cared enough 
to come to the forum and talk to parents 
and officials about ways to confront these 
issues. 

It was encouraging to see more than 100 
parents care enough to hear some painful 
truths about their community and, per- 
haps, their own families. 

But it should make us all wonder, how 
many times do we adults need to hear the 
same, simple truths before we finally get 
the message? 

Our teen-agers don’t lack for material 

blessings. They have plenty of toys. They 
attend good schools. And they have all 
kinds of “information” about the dangers of 
drugs, alcohol and other risky behaviors. 
They've all been through the D.A.RE. pro- 
gram. 
As more than one social critic has 
observed, the kids don’t have an informa- 
tion deficit. They have a virtue deficit. They 
have a self-control deficit. 

But it is obvious that those who get into 
trouble have a void, an emptiness, that they 
are desperate to fill. And in most cases, that 
void is the lack of a strong, fierce, loving 
bond with their parents. 

Again, the message is an old one, but it is 
still true. Money doesn’t fill that void. It just 
takes time. Your time. ,

I sincerely wish them good luck. 
Everything they said is correct — that 
it would be healthier for the kids, and 
reduce traffic, noise and pollution in 
the bargain. 

But I won’t hold my breath waiting 
for it to happen. And they probably 
shouldn’t hold theirs either, unless 
they are prepared to launch a massive 
reeducation campaign, not so much of 
the kids but of their parents. 

We don’t simply live in a time when 
hardly any kids walk to school. We 
live in a time when fewer and fewer 
kids even walk to the end of their own 
driveway if the temperature falls 
below 50 degrees. We live in a time 
when mom or dad drives them from 
the doorstep to the street, where they 
sit and don’t even think about getting 
out of the car until the bus is stopped 
in front of them, waiting, holding up 
traffic, with all those vehicles exhaling 
fumes and going nowhere. 

The little story at the top of this col- 
umn is not some made-up commuter 
nightmare. It is not even an exaggera- 
tion. It is real, and it happens regular- 
ly. On the day of that little ride, it was- 
n't even very cold — probably mid-30s.

Gore’s the one

This presidential campaign is one of 
the best: good choices — appealing and 
idealistic candidates, and John 
McCain’s attention to the triangle of 
“money, lobbyists, and legislation.” As 
a lawyer, I have seen their influence in 
both parties. 

Also disturbing is a long run of con- 
servative Supreme Court cases now 
decided by 5-4 margins. The chal- 
lengers have made the campaign a 
higher class act. 

As attractive as are some of senators 
Bradley and McCain’s ideas, we should 
see Sen. Bradley as an Adlai Stevenson 

idealistic and professorial. While we 
have puppy love for McCain as a patri- 
otic hero, a genuine person, and a mav- 
erick, we know very little about his 
conservative views. These include his 
lack of a program for the poor or uni- 
versal health care to protect us all, and 
his failure to oppose pandering to the 
Religious Right, to protect minorities’ 
and women’s rights, and to condemn 
the use of the Confederate Flag on a 
state capital. He is not a moderate 
Republican. 

Vice President Gore stands out on 
two key issues for me: education and, 
the one that may matter most if we do 
not act now, environmental protection 
to save our planet and long term eco- 
nomic interests.

After transferring in 1997 from a 
large school in Pennsylvania, I am 
now a senior at Andover High School. 
As the first semester has drawn to a 
close, the high school has begun to 
switch gears and is beginning to look 
toward the 2000-01 school year. 
Seniors are making their final college 
decisions, juniors are beginning their 
college search process with the Choice 
not Chance program, and all students 
throughout the school district will 
soon be registering for next year’s 
classes. It is the latter issue that is of 
particular concern to me. 

State College Area High School, in 
Pennsylvania, consisted of students 
whose families resided on all ends of 
both the economic and social spec- 
trums. Correspondingly, the course 
catalog offered classroom opportuni- 
ties that ranged from bricklaying and 
metal construction to advanced-place- 
ment physics and English. Between 
these extremes were numerous elec- 
tives such as AutoCAD, theater, and 
computer programming. 

Indeed, my old high school prepared 
all types of students for their future by 
thoroughly serving the needs of future 
engineers, philosophers, program- 
mers, and tradesmen. It truly fulfilled 
the purpose of a public school. 

Andover High School, in contrast, 
seems to be narrowing its course 
options in an attempt to succeed on 


more teachers, more Head Start, and 
scholarships for needy college stu- 
dents. I was a scholarship student in 
Gore’s Harvard Class of ’69, and could 
not have attended otherwise. Today 
college is out of reach for many. 

His parents came from under-privi- 
leged backgrounds. He attended divini- 
ty school after honorable service in 
Vietnam, a sign of the sincerity of his 
religious values. Al and Tipper Gore 
exude family values; he is a consum- 
mate politician. 

Al Gore wrote a far-sighted and con- 
troversial book, Earth in the Balance,

standardized tests and to satisfy a 
restrictive budget. But how do stan- 
dardized tests, particularly the MCAS 
exam, prepare students for their 
future? We have already lost our wood 
shops, considered abolishing the 
requirement for fine arts credits, and 
AP science classes will be a near 
impossibility for upcoming freshmen. 

There are three primary sciences 
offered at the high school: biology, 
chemistry, and physics. With the new 
plan, freshmen will be required to take 
a basic introductory science course 
that focuses on the areas tested by the 
MCAS. This means that, if students 
want to be exposed to all three areas of 
science, AP sciences will become an 
impossibility without doubling up on 
classes. Even this year it took an enor- 
mous effort on the part of interested 
students and faculty to hold an AP 
Physics class. 

I suppose my greatest fear is that as 
we lose our most advanced classes, we 
may also lose our best teachers who 
have achieved high degrees in their 
fields, and who regularly receive job 
offers from both colleges and industry. 
Yet it is because of these classes and 
teachers that many Andover High stu- 
dents move on to the best universities 
in the country; without them, the 
future for potentially great students 
becomes increasingly difficult. 

At the same time as Andover 
appears to be moving away from AP 


on the environment, after being disillu- 
sioned with his experience as a con- 
gressman from Tennessee. Every part 
of the world now feels the havoc of a 
polluted atmosphere and ocean, includ- 
ing disturbing and deadly weather pat- 
terns: hurricanes, flooding, tornadoes, 
drought, unprecedented forest fires, 
lack of snow in the East, melting glaci- 
ers, and so on. Millions around the 
globe are at risk for their economic and 
perhaps actual lives. 

Addressing these issues, he is a 
superb debater. Mankind is floating in 
an ark on uncharted seas; Vice Presi- 


sciences, other school systems are 
pushing for AP and International Bac- 
calaureate classes, the latter of which 
Andover has none. Meanwhile, as stat- 
ed by Bart Jansen’s article in the Feb. 
9 Boston Globe, “High-tech companies, 
desperate for workers amid a booming 
economy, want to hire more foreign- 
ers, and are pushing Congress to 
expand on an immigration program 
that will let them do just that.” Am I 
alone when I see us lowering our local 
standards while looking to foreign 
nations for holders of our top jobs? 

The role of a public school is to 
serve the needs of all students. From 
my perspective, it appears that our 
high school is continually refining its 
technical curriculum while expanding 
that of the humanities. Although I rec- 
ognize that building a wood shop is 
both improbable and unreasonable, 
the issue remains that students with 
special interests are finding it more 
and more difficult to exploit their abili- 
ties at Andover High. Not only do I 
hope that, with this letter, I have some 
impact on the administration, but I 
urge students to push persistently for 
the classes they want and need. A pro- 
gram that provides challenges to 
strong academic students should not 
be compromised by questionable 
motives.

want their children walking to school? That seems 
even less likely. If the kids are going to exercise, that’s 
something they should get at ballet lessons or on the 
athletic field. 

Sure, there are plenty of us aging adults who can 
remember walking the proverbial mile or more to 
school, snow or no snow. | did it every day, from first 
grade until high school, when I finally found out what 
it was like to ride a bus because my school was eight 
miles away. 

We would have considered it an insult to be told 
we had to ride the bus. Buses were for wimps. 

No more. Some years ago, parents started lobbying 


to reduce the distance from school that children 
wouldn’t qualify for riding the bus. I can recall when 
it was at least a mile and a half. Then a mile, then a 
half-mile.

Why 
spend the money to build them if nobody is going to 
use them? They should probably find that out first. 

Based on today’s mentality, if parents aren’t afraid 
that some pervert will leap out of the woods and 
attack kids on the walking paths, they'll want to drive 
them to school anyway, since they’re both working 
and that’s one chance for a little quality time.

on area streets. 

“Four or five months ago we had a presenta- 
tion by a local guy, Matt Keamy, who is a traf- 
fic calming expert,” Henry says. “At the time, 
he was kind of told by (Police Department Traf- 
fic Officer) Bob Cronin that they didn’t want 
that down there (in Ballardvale). 

“And then the day before the (Jan. 31) meet- 
ing, there were some questions being raised 
about Matt’s qualifications. He’s obviously 
qualified, and it’s just clear that these guys (the 
police) don’t want to do anything in this neigh- 
borhood.” 

Keamy, a River Street resident who works 
for the Federal Highway Administration, says 
he is “less passionate” about the issue than 
some members of the task force, but says, “if 
I'm asked questions about it, I’m happy to 
answer them.” 

Keamy says he did a slide show on possible 
“traffic calming” techniques that could be 
employed in Ballardvale, including: 

* a “semi-diverter” on Lowell Junction Road 
that would encourage traffic coming from 
Genetics and Gillette in the afternoon to take 
Route 125 rather than take short cuts through 
neighborhood streets. 

* Twin “chicanes” on River Street, which 
are devices that basically turn a straight road 
into one with some “S” curves. 

* Pavement texturing, which Keamy says 
almost looks like brick, and encourages dri- 
vers to go more slowly. 

- Speed tables, which are gentler than speed 


CMGI buys, hires 


There appears to be no end in sight to the 
acquisition binge by CMGI Inc., the 
Andover-based Internet investment compa- 
ny that now owns 16 Web-based firms, and 
holds interests in 49 others. 

The company’s latest acquisition, 
announced earlier this week, was of Tallan 
Corp. of Glastonbury, Conn., an e-commerce 
development firm that employs 350 and had 
$54 million in revenue last year. 

The purchase price was $920 million, 
with $340 million in cash and the rest in 
CMGI stock options. 

The agreement still needs regulatory 
approval, and is not expected to be complet-

Cronin also says neighborhood traffic prob- 
lems are not confined to Ballardvale, since 
most drivers are trying to avoid the intersec- 
tion of Routes 93 and 495, and will use side 
streets as short cuts if they can. “There is 
extreme concern about this in the Greenwood 
Road area,” he says. 

French says Keamy’s suggestions “all 
sounded great to me, but then I’m not a traffic 
expert, and I want the town guys to take their 
own look at it.” 

She says Keamy’s proposals have not been 
discussed in any detail yet, but will definitely 
be addressed, along with the town staff presen- 
tation at the next meeting, set for early March.

PA students hear unique perspective on racism

There is a special filter 
used on’some stage lights 
that is known to be compli- 
mentary to dark skin. The 
color of the filter is known 
as “flesh pink.” 

When legendary folk 
singer Odetta discusses 8 
lighting with the crew at a 
stage where she -is to per- 
form, she asks for a color, 
“somebody’s flesh pink.” 

And when she discusses 
skin color as it relates to 
the American civil rights movement, 
she can deliver a first-hand account. 

Odetta, who performed at Phillips 
Academy last Friday, didn’t just sing 
about the American Civil Rights 
movement, she lived it. 

She brought her stunning speak- 
ing voice to Jay Rogers’ senior semi- 
nar on United States race relations to 
talk about her experiences and her 
perspective on race relations today. 

While she decried political propa- 
ganda, she noted linguistic subtleties 
that point to an ever-present racial 
divide in America. 

“Any politician running for elec- 
tion today first has to go to the hospi- 
tal and have his common sense taken

out,” she said. 

But she encouraged stu- 
dents to choose their 
words carefully in creat- 
ing a_ society of racial 
equality, from subtle lan- 
guage differences such as 
“flesh pink” or “some- 
body’s flesh pink” to more 
dramatic differences. 

“Downsizing just 
means somebody is out of 
a job,” she said. 

Students asked her if 
any modern demonstra- 
tions against racism have been as 
dramatic as the those of the civil 
rights movement. 

Odetta said that while demonstra- 
tions are less dramatic than they 
were 40 years ago, they are no less 
important. 

She cited the recent riots in Seat- 
tle against the World Trade Organi- 
zation. 

“We wouldn’t have known that if 
not for those protesters,” she said. 

While the core civil rights move- 
ment has been scattered to support 
various specific modern causes, sup- 
porters or “righteous folk” must con- 
tinue to fight, she said. 

In response to students questions, 


Odetta said she believes affirmative 
action is still necessary, that racism 
is equally present, if not more so, in 
the music business than the rest of 
society, and that the women’s move- 
ment did more for white women than 
women of color. 

She encouraged students to value 
themselves as individuals, so they 
may understand and treat each other 
better. 

“The better we feel about our- 
selves, the less we have to knock 
other people down and stand on their 
bodies to be tall. Next time you look 
down, help somebody up,” she said. 

She concluded the class by read- 
ing a quote from South African Pres- 
ident Nelson Mandela. 

"...Our deepest fear is not that we 
are inadequate. Our deepest fear is 
that we are powerful beyond mea- 
sure. It is our light, not our darkness, 
that most frightens us. We ask our- 
selves, who am I to be brilliant, gor- 
geous, talented and fabulous? Actual- 
ly, who are you not to be? You are a 
child of God. Your playing small 
doesn’t serve the world. There is 
nothing enlightened about shrinking 
so that other people will not feel inse- 
cure around you,” Mandela said.

According to some educational advisers, 
more schools are telling students that if 
they show them the grades, the school will 
show them the money. 

Does that mean the contents of a college 
application can bring more financial aid to 
prospective college students? Experts dis- 
agree, but some do see a trend in the award 
of merit-based scholarships, as colleges 
focus on attracting the best students they 
can get. 

Boston University spokesman Colin 
Riley says the school will usually award a 
student with a “stronger application” a 
financial aid package with more grants and 
fewer loans. 

Allison Brown Collins, Andover High 
School Guidance Department program 
adviser, says every school is different, and 
students should find out what their finan- 
cial aid practices are before applying, if 
money is their most important issue in 
choosing a school. 

“While there are lots of schools known 
for offering a lot of merit aid, students 
should also choose a financial safety school 
they know they can afford. It’s so competi- | 
tive that you just can’t rely on it,” she says. 

A few competitive schools, such as most 
Ivy League schools, are willing to help stu- | 
dents meet their financial need of accepted 
students, Collins says, but merit aid is 
“very competitive” at any school. 

Collins also advises students who may | 
qualify for merit-based scholarships but not | 
need-based financial aid, to research the | 
schools that award the most merit-aid pack- 
ages. 

Joan Cohen, consultant with Kelleher 
Cohen Associates, an educational advising 
company in Andover, says more and more 
schools are offering merit-based financial 
aid to students, and while student's can’t 
bank on it, they can work for it. 

“Schools trying to improve their rank- 
ings in U.S. News and World Report are 
willing to pay for it, and kids who want to 
take advantage of it need to qualify them- 
selves to be eligible — by distinguishing 
themselves with scores or special accom- 
plishments,” Cohen says. 

Cohen, who is in the business of helping 
students distinguish themselves by working 
with them long before they apply to college, 
says schools that once offered merit aid to 
students with combined SAT scores of 1200 
are now considering students with scores | 
over 1010 who.also rank in the top half of | 
their class. 

Riley says a Boston University student

eligible for merit-based financial aid 
would have to score above the aver- 
age SAT score of the freshman class 
last year — 1275. 

Collins says she believes the ten- 
dencies of schools to award merit 
scholarships hasn’t really changed 
enough recently to be called a trend, 
but the awards remain competitive. 

A student banking on merit aid 
might be better off choosing a school 
less competitive than he or she was 


originally considering, she says. 

U.S. News and World report listed 
Boston University as one of the top 
50 schools that award the most 
money in merit aid (average award 
was $12,448), but the school was not 
named on the list of schools where 
more than 40 percent of students 
receive aid. 

Riley says that BU is “very gener- 
ous,” and that between 50 and 75 per- 
cent of their students receive finan- 
cial aid. 

Boston University also offers full 
scholarships to more than 50 of the 
best students graduating from 
Boston public schools, he says.

“T feel the town is doing a wonderful 
thing by updating this defibrillation 
equipment,” says Kaplan. “I’m glad 
they're being forward-thinking and not 
waiting for more people to die before 
they wake up. That’s something that can 
happen to anyone. I didn’t really have a 
heart attack. I had a blood clot that 
caused a heart attack. I feel that that 
piece of equipment is a necessity. 

“Hopefully, there are others who will 
be saved by forward-thinking people,” 
says Kaplan. “It’s just as important to 
carry that (defibrillator) as to carry a 
gun, or to carry a fire extinguisher.” 

“We use these, I’d say, several times a 
month. Anybody that’s down, that has 
stopped breathing, you'll put the pads on 
and these machines will tell you what to 
do,” says Murnane. “They monitor the 
electricity in the heart. If no shock is 


emergency workers had to shock him 
three times with a_ defibrillation 
machine while he was still trapped in 
the car. Kaplan was shocked several 
more times after being pulled from the 
vehicle. 

“We... well, we didn’t have much 
hope for him. But the defibrillator 
brought him back,” says Murnane. 

Kaplan doesn’t remember any of this. 
But he and his wife credit the work of 
those who quickly responded — and the 
use of a defibrillation machine — with 
saving his life. 


machines used for shocking the heart, 
will be more readily available to help 
Andover residents than ever before. 

Thanks to a joint effort by Andover 
safety officials, Agilent Technologies, 
Holy Family Hospital and the state, 
Andover police now have access to 18 
new defibrillators. 

By next week every police officer will 
be trained in the use of these machines 
and there will be a new machine in each 
of the department’s cruisers. The fire 
department has switched to the same 
type of machine so that all Andover 
safety officers will be trained on the 


“In a normal situation, we (the police) 
would arrive first and be able to hand off 
care to the ambulance crew, basically 
without any down time,” says Police Lt. 
James Hashem. “It makes for an easier 
transition.” 

“It’s a real, real positive for the com- 
munity,” says Murnane. The bottom line 
is, we’re better equipped.” 

Andover will pay for nine machines 
with a state grant, and Agilent Technolo- 
gies (formerly a division of Hewlett- 
Packard) is both donating other 
machines, and replacing the fire depart- 
ment’s defibrillators with the same 


indicated, they will tell you. They’re 
exceptional units.” 

Kaplan says the unit allowed him to 
take a look at his life, and start again. 

Before the accident, Kaplan had been 
a businessman for 28 years without ever 
missing a day of work. His wife Debra 
says since the accident he works fewer 
hours. He eats healthier foods. 

“T needed to learn that I’m vulnerable 
and that was part of my lesson,” he says. 
“There’s a whole lot of things right now 
that are more important than monetary 
considerations.”

(Continued from page |} 
cation program. 

Later in the discussion, AHS seniors Max Trombly 
and Peter Edgerly joined the panel to offer students’ 
perspectives. 

Nichols reported that more than two-thirds of stu- 
dents surveyed say they have never discussed drug use 
or alcohol use with their parents. 

Edgerly said he believes students should be responsi- 
ble for their actions, but asked adults to take a closer 
look at the problems their children face. 

“You can talk about zero tolerance all you want, but 
it’s not going to solve the root of the problem,” he said. 

Stress in students lives and poor communication 
with parents was a common problem, he said. 

Edgerly said he knew one student who was grounded 
for missing three of five three-point shots in an 
Andover High School basketball game. He also knew a 
student who was punished for not being chosen as first 
violinist in an orchestra. 

“If your kid is in the National Honor Society, great. 
Congratulations, but I don’t want to scrape him off the 
ground every weekend,” he said. 

Trombly said he and Edgerly do not condone stu- 
dents’ illegal activities. 

“We're not here to defend their actions, or to justify 
them. We’re just here to help educate you,” he said. 

Parents at the meeting learned from students and 


adults, that parent-child communications are the key to 


avoiding drug and alcohol abuse, but they also 
learned that if a student wants them, he or she 
can get them. 

Nichols reported that alcohol use increases 
dramatically after sixth grade, and that marijua- 
na use among seniors in high school doubled last 
year from the previous year. 

Pattullo said that while police combat under- 
age drinking and drug use that mostly includes 
marijuana, another drug, Ecstasy, is now popu- 
lar with students because it’s cheap ($25 a hit) 
and doesn’t impair speech or motor skills — 
signs that usually show a person is high. 

“Tt’s very hard to enforce,” he said. 

Richardson agreed. 

“You can look and look and look, and not find 
the kid on Ecstasy,” he said. : 

Trombly confirmed the fears of adults that a 
student who wants any type of drug or alcohol 
could easily gain access to it. 

Edgerly said that all of the students he knows 
who obtain alcohol or drugs get it from older sib- 
lings, older friends, or sometimes even parents 
of friends. 

Parent Kevin Skinner said his son told him of 
a sophomore at Andover High who doesn’t take drugs, 
but makes as much money in a week dealing drugs as 
Skinner makes himself at a professional job. 

“T told (my son) that when I get my paycheck, I don’t 
have to deal with the men in blue, I don’t have to worry 
about a deal gone bad like he (that student) does. And he 
doesn’t have to deal with me,” he said, drawing

admitted Monday there were “facts sufficient 
for a guilty finding” for the charges of burning 
personal property, vandalizing property and 
willful injury to a school or church.

But Judge Allan Jarasitis agreed with 
Wysocki’s lawyer, Salim Tabit, who argued 
that a guilty finding against the teens could 
damage their efforts to acquire a job or gain 
admission to college. 

“When you look at Paul — and the others — 
he’s 17 years old. He has no prior criminal 
record. He has no history of violence. He has no 
history of criminal activity whatsoever,” says 
Tabit. 

Rabbi Robert Goldstein, of Andover’s Tem- 
ple Emanuel, was present at the Monday court 
appearance of Jackson and Wysocki. He also 
agreed with the judge’s decision to avoid a 
guilty plea while requiring education, commu- 
nity service and an apology. 

“The judge was very strong in his language 
to the young men that what they did was very 
wrong and very hurtful,” says Goldstein. “But 
it also gave them a second chance.” 

Since the incident became known, Goldstein 
has called on the town to damn the students’ 
action without ostracizing the students them- 
selves. 

“Both of them came to see me with their par- 
ents,” says Goldstein. “I don’t believe —certain- 
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ly not — that I have the authority to forgive 
them.” 

But, after speaking with both Wysocki and 
Jackson, Goldstein says, “I’m convinced that 
both of them are contrite and sincere in their 
apologies. 

“I have to believe that there was remorse,” 
he says. “I don’t think it serves any purpose if 
we don’t give them the opportunity to repent 
and move on. The judge said (Monday) that this 
is not something they'll forget, and I certainly 
think they won't.” 

In court, Wysocki read an apology he had 
written himself (see page 17). 

“T can tell you in this case that Paul regrets 
his actions tremendously,” says Tabit. “He is in 
no way anti-Semitic and he is in no way a hate- 
ful kid. I think his statement indicates that. It’s 
something he couldn’t say sooner because of 
the criminal charges.” 


What remains 

But as a result of the judge’s decision, 
Wysocki, Jackson and the two Andover juve- 
niles who pled Tuesday will have to write 
another apology to a paper such as the Towns- 
man. 

Just how this will be handled by the 16- and 
15-year-old students, whose privacy must be 
protected, remains to be seen. 

“The issue is obviously their confidentiali- 
ty,” says Cain. “The juvenile probation officers 
might just require them to sign it, ‘a juvenile.” 

The four must also take a media literacy pro- 
gram that deals with civil rights awareness. 
Cain says 30 kids attended DA Kevin Burke’s 
Flashpoint II program last year, not all of them 
as a result of a court proceeding. 

Finally, each of the four teens will also com- 
plete 120 hours of community service within 
the next six months. 

Goldstein says this service is important 
because the swastika burning “hurt the com- 
munity. Not just the Jewish community but the 
whole community.” 

“I think the implication was they hurt the 
community and now they have to help the com- 
munity,” he says. 

If Jackson and Wysocki do this, and stay out 
of trouble for the next three years, they will 
have the record of the swastika-related ch; urges 
erased from their files. The two juveniles must 
stay clean until they are 18. 

Goldstein says he hopes the swastika-burn- 
ing incident will help educate and change not 
just the teens involved, but the community at 
large. 

“This was a terrible thing,” says Goldstein. 
“One can’t say it was for the good, because it 
hurt so many people. But it was also a catalyst 
for us to look at how we teach the Holocaust 
and maybe we're not doing a good enough job.”

Parents were in fact asking police about sit- 
uations where the illegal activity was really 
“not my kid.” 

Pattullo said the zero tolerance policy of 
Andover Police was adopted by himself and the 
School Department at the urging of the Essex 
County District Attorney, Kevin Burke. 

Pattullo said a minor caught at a party with 
alcohol would not be arrested for possession of 
alcohol if he wasn’t drinking and wasn’t seen 
holding any alcohol, but rules about being in a 
car where alcohol and minors are being trans- 
ported is another matter. 

In all cases, parents are notified, Pattullo 
said. 

Andover attorney James Krasnoo, who spe- 
cializes in representing juveniles in criminal 
cases, said parents shouldn't let their children 
get away with too much, since police in New 
Hampshire or other Massachusetts towns 
might not be “as sensitive” to such issues as 
Andover police. 

Richardson said the high-school principal 
has the authority to expel as student for first 
time drug use in school, but not for alcohol use. 

Because alcohol is not a controlled sub- 
stance, only the School Committee has authori- 
ty to expel a student for crimes involving alco- 
hol. 

Krasnoo said children he has met who com- 
mitted serious crimes invariably have prob- 
lems with their parents. 

“Very often crime is a manifestation of prob- 
lems at home. I often end up sending parents to

violation of his due process,” says Tabit, 
“and we'll do what we have to, to correct 
that.” 

Although it is up to the Wysocki family 
to determine how far they will appeal the 
principal’s decision, Tabit says he will at 
least appeal the decision to MacDonald 
himself. 

“They suspended Paul from sports with- 
out a hearing of any sort. I find it reprehen- 
sible,” says Tabit. “If need be, if we need to 
go to federal court, the town of Andover 
might find itself in federal court.” 

MacDonald and Schools Superintendent 
Claudia Bach could not be reached for 
comment Tuesday afternoon. 

While questioning why Wysocki is still 
banned from playing, Tabit says that one 
of the other five boys involved in the inci- 
dent continues competing on another 
Andover High team. 

“Clearly,” says Tabit of the Wysocki 
ban, “it is arbitrary and capricious.” 

Tabit says that state statutes require 
each town to spell out, in its school student 
handbooks, the punishments for various 
actions that will be considered. The 
statutes say that any student who assaults 
someone or is found with a weapon or ille- 
gal drug, “shall be notified in writing of an 
opportunity for a hearing... along with the 
opportunity to present evidence and wit- 
nesses at said hearing before the princi- 
pal.” 

Wysocki also should have been given 
this opportunity, says Tabit. 

“I don’t think that the (Andover High) 
handbook itself even complies with the

As you might have guessed, 
Black, a comedian known for 
SPITTING out his WORDS when 
he’s AGITATED (imagine the 
somewhat RHYTHMIC fall of an 
AX, if the lumberjack was on an 
ALL-ESPRESSO diet), is easily 
aggravated and “exhausted” by 
politicians. 

Residents can see what else 
aggravates him this weekend 
when Black brings his colorful 
wit and tension to the Grill 93’s 
Comedy Palace on River Road, 
Feb. 18 and 19. 

Many may already have some 
idea. After all, Black is a part of 
many people’s Daily television 
routine, as a regular contributor 
to Comedy Central’s The Daily 
Show with Jon Stewart.

J. Maynard Austin, 79, of Benning- 
ton, Vt., a former town manager of 
Andover, died at the Centers for Liv- 
ing & Rehabilitation (formerly West- 
on Hadden Convalescent Center) in 
Bennington, following a long illness. 

He was born in Bethel, Maine on 
Sept. 6, 1920 and was the son of the 
late Henry P. and Ava (Hibbard) 
Austin.

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The Audi TTCoupe, from its 
concept stage to faithful execution as a 
road car, is a remarkable story. But it’s 
not complete. As we’ve learned from 
the development story, the TT was 
initially conceived as a roadster. And 
remember, coupe and __ roadster 
versions were presented in show car 
form, respectively, at the Frankfurt 
and Tokyo motor shows in 1995. 

Chairman Dr. Franz-Josef Paefgen 
makes this clear: “We’ve intended the 
TT to be a family of cars from the very 
beginning. 

Fortunately, we won’t have to wait a 
decade before we start seeing that 
handiwork. 

The next TT variant on the horizon 
is a more powerful quattro coupe. 
While the TT in standard form (with 
either front drive or quattro awd) 
produces a healthy 180 bhp from its 1.8- 
liter turbo, Audi engineers have been 
able to coax even greater performance 
from this workhorse engine. With 
extensive modifications, the engine 
will produce 225 bhp at 5900 rpm, 
thanks to the use of two charge-air 
intercoolers and a larger KKK Type 
K04 turbocharger that pumps a 
maximum boost of nearly 2 bar (29 psi). 
Packaging this extra hardware in the 
compact confines of the TT’s engine 
bay is an engineering marvel. A 
transverse tubular crossmember, 
which further stiffens the higher- 
horsepower coupe, is cleverly used as 
ducting to route air to the intercoolers. 
The intake manifold, turbocharger, 


exhaust manifold and higher 
compression pistons are all unique to 
the higher output TT, and from the 
exterior the car is distinguished by 
twin tailpipes rather than the single tip 
of the 180-bhp version. 

The performance of the 225-bhp 
coupe is impressive. The engine 
produces torque of 206 lb.-ft. delivered 
from 2200 to 5500 rpm, a big help in 
propelling the car from 0-62 mph (0-100 
km/h) in 6.4 sec. Top speed is about 150 
mph. Even in 5th gear, the car needs 
only 11.2 sec. to accelerate from 38 to 75 
mph. 

A 6Speed manual transmission is 
used on the higher output engine and 
for the first time, Audi uses a 3-shaft 
transmission. In this design, the third 
shaft carries 5th, 6th and reverse gears, 
the advantage being that it occupies 
less space than a conventional 2-shaft 
design. It is also capable of 
transmitting high torque, up to 260 Ib.- 
ft. As a further weight-saving measure, 
the casing of the gearbox is cast from 
magnesium. 

Along with the additional gear in the 
transmission, the 225-bhp version is 
also shod with 10.1-in. rear disc brakes 
and a larger, more aggressive wheel 
and tire package. The 17-in. alloy 
wheels are fitted with 225/45ZR-17 tires 
as standard equipment. These wheels 
and tires, by the way, are options on 
the 1 80-bhp coupe. 

Also planned is a roadgoing version 
of the TT Roadster show car, which 
will be referred to as the TT Roadster

In_ keeping 
with the top- 
down, wind-in-your-hair fun of the 
convertible, the car will use brighter, 
more expressive colors than the coupe, 
says Ulrike Dust-Pauling, Audi's 
manager of design/color and trim. 

The original TTS show car drew 
rave reviews for its use of baseball 
glove leather for the seats. Romulus 
Rost, who designed the TT’s interior, 
said he was inspired to use the 
material after he had enjoyed several 
Los Angeles Dodgers baseball games 
while he was on temporary assignment 
to the VW/Audi design studio in Simi 
Valley, Calif. “It was my love letter to 
American culture,” Rost said of the 
seats. It was also meant to send a not- 
too-subtle message, that the TT, in both 
coupe and roadster forms, is intended 
to have universal appeal. It isn’t just a 
European sports car, it’s supposed to be 
fun. And Audi is working hard to 
ensure the production car will retain 
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that baseball glove leather. “That 
leather is special, like a saddle, or boots 
or a jacket,” Dust-Pauling said. “You 
break it in and it becomes something 
really special, like it’s a part of you. It 
becomes your own seat.” 

It may seem like a small detail, but 
its goes to the heart of why Audi built 
the TT in the first place. It wants to 
create an emotional bond with its 
customer. The Audi TT is meant to be a 
personal expression — “This is my car” 
— and make it mean something special 
at a time when too many cars are 
becoming faceless _ transportation 
conveyances. The Audi TT Coupe and 
TT Roadster mark the birth of an Audi 
sports car tradition, and the birth of a 
new, deeper relationship with 
enthusiasts the world over.

Use child car seats safely 


(NU) - The growing awareness of 
safe driving and state safety laws has 
alerted the general public and parents 
to the importance of using car seats for 
their small children whenever and 
wherever they are driving. 

Most states require the use of car 
seats for children under the age of 4 
and weighing fewer than 40 pounds. 
However, serious neck and spinal 
injuries —- and even death - can result if 
child car seats are used incorrectly. 

While car accidents can be 
dangerous for all passengers, small 
children are especially at risk, 
according to Dr. Scott Bautch, 
president of the American Chiropractic 
Association’s Council on Occupational 
Health. 

“The weight of the head of a child 
makes the cervical spine much more 
vulnerable to injury,” Dr. Bautch 
explained. “The infant has little control 
in the muscles of the neck, and the head 
can bounce from side to side and fall 
forward, which can cause serious spine 
and neck injuries.” 

The American Chiropractic 
Association, its Council on 
Occupational Health and ACA member 
Dr. Michael Freeman have developed 
the following guidelines and safety tips 
to ensure proper car seat safety: 

* Make sure the child safety seat is 
appropriate for the age and size of the 
child. A newborn infant requires a 
different seat than a 3-year-old. 

* The car seat should always be rear 
facing as the forces and impact of a 
crash will be spread more evenly along 
the back and shoulders, providing 
more protection for the neck. 

* Car seats should always be placed 
in the back seat of the car. This is 
especially important in cars equipped 
with air bags. If an air bag becomes 
deployed, the force could seriously 
injure or kill a child or infant placed in 
the front seat. 

* Make sure the car seat is properly 
secured to the seat of the vehicle and is 
placed at a 45-degree angle to support 
the head of the infant or child. 

- The lap harness should be fastened 
low, as close to the hips as possible; the 
harness should never be fastened 
around the waist. 

* Make certain the shoulder harness 
is fastened securely and the straps lay 


should never be 
used again. 


flat against the body. Twisted straps 
can cause additional injury and might 
prevent the seat from working 
properly. 

* Use a retention clip (if provided by 
the manufacturer) when securing a 
child safety seat with the shoulder 
harness. The retention or shoulder 
harness clip is an added safety feature 
and must be fastened close to the 
armpit of the infant or child. 

* Borrowing or purchasing a used 
car seat can be dangerous; there is the 
possibility of unknown or undetected 
damage. Car seats that have been in a 
serious accident should never be used 
again. 

* Be sure the seat meets federal 
motor vehicle safety seat standards. 
Consult the owner’s manual and 
instruction booklet. 

* Be sure the clip between the legs of 
the child is fastened snugly.

Finding an ASE-certified technician 

ASE-certified technicians can be 
found at every type of repair facility: 
new car dealerships, independent 
garages, service stations, tire dealers, 
specialty shops, and major franchises. 
There are about 420,000 ASE 
technicians at work nationally. 

ASE tests and certifies individual 
technicians, not the repair 
establishment. ASE certification 
indicates that the technicians have 
two-years of work experience and have 
passed nationally recognized tests. And 
it stands to reason that employers 
which support the ASE program will be 
equally concerned about the other 
aspects of their business. 

Repair facilities employing ASE- 
certified technicians usually display 
the distinctive blue and white ASE sign 
on the premises and post their certified 
technicians’ credentials in the 
customer service area. Employers often 
include the ASE logo in their 
advertising as well.

* Start shopping for a repair facility 
before you need one. 
* Ask friends and associates for

. Arrange for alternate 


transportation in advance so you will 
not feel forced to choose a shop based 
solely on location. 

* Look for a neat, well-organized 
facility, with vehicles in the parking lot 
equal in value to your own and modern 
equipment in the service bays. 

* Look for a courteous staff, with a 
service writer willing to answer all of 
your questions. 

* Look for policies regarding labor 
rates, diagnostic fees, guarantees, 
acceptable methods of payment, etc. 

- Ask if the repair facility specializes 
or if it usually handles your type of 
repair work. 

* Look for signs of professionalism in 
the customer service area such as civic, 
community, or customer _ service 
awards. 

* Look for evidence of qualified 
technicians: trade school diplomas, 
certificates of advanced course work, 
and certification by ASE. 

* Reward good service with repeat 
business and customer loyalty.

They are Imola Yellow and 
Nogaro Blue pearl effect. The rest of the 
color palette includes: Brilliant Black 
with clearcoat, Laser Red, and Light 
Silver metallic, Cactus Green pear! effect, 
Santorin Blue pearl effect, and Hibiscus 
Red pear! effect. 

Subtle $4 badging on the front grille, 
trunk lid, the aluminum door sill trim, 
and on the standard sport steering wheel 
are the only other confirming elements 
that this A4 is something very special 
indeed. 

It only remains to point out that the 
update on the 2000 model year A4 range 
also extended to the S4. The careful detail 
work involved has produced impressive 
results here too. In addition to wider side 
protection strips and modified rear 
lights, experts will also detect the new 
lighting concept inside the car. The 
interior lights have been relocated to the 
center of the car to make room for the 
new Sideguard head airbag system that 
is standard on the S4.
